Billion Dollar Corporation Need 


Not Dissolve, Court Holds. 


SUIT WAS BEGUN UNDER TAFT 


U. S. District Court Passes Adversely 


on Governm ent’s 
Big Anti-Monop­ 


oly Proceeding— Issue One of Busi­ 


ness Facts— Operation Not Adverse 


to Public O'- Other Interests. 


Trenton, June 4.— Tho federal court 
Emptied down a decieion in the suit 
of the government for the dissolution 
of the I tilted States Steel Corpora­ 
tion in favor of the company. 
The 
company wins at every point. 


The court refused to issue any in­ 
junction. 
The decision holds that the 
corporation should not be dissolved. 
It holds that the foreign trade of tho 
corporation is not a violation of the 
Shermgn anti-trust law. 
f 
T a lk Price$ Unlawful. 


It holds that certain 
price fixing 
agreements which followed the Gary 
dinners, but which stopped before tho 
till was filed, have been unlawful. 
it allows the «government to move 
to retain jurisdiction of tho bill if 
such price fixing 
practices 
are re­ 
newed but suggests that such matters 
may now be controlled by the new 
federal trade commission. 


The above are the important points 
in the decision 
which 
was handed 
down by Judge Buffington. 
The deci­ 
sion contains 17!» pages of type writ­ 
ten matter. 
The 
court 
called the 
case a preceding under the Sherman 
anti trust law ‘‘largely one of business 
facts.” 


O nly Bad Trusts Affected. 


The opinion is largely a discussion 
of facts on the question of whether 
tlu steel Corporation monopolized the 
sti el trade or dealt unfairly with com­ 
petitors or purchasers. 
The opinion 
declares that all the trust cases that 
have been determined settle down to 
this: 
That 
only such combinations 
arc within the Sherman law as by 
reason of the intent of those forming 
them in thi' inherent nature of their 
contemplated act wrong the public by 
unduly restricting competition or un­ 
duly obstructing the course, of trade. 


In answer to the questions which 
the court was to determine with re­ 
spect to whether when the suit was 
filed, the steel company was unduly 
restricting competition or obstructing 
trade in the home market, the deci­ 
sion holds that the proofs show that 
when the bill was filed the company's 
competitors were doing 66 per cent of 
the country’s steel and iron business. 
On this question the opinion says: 


“The field of business enterprise in 
the steel business is as open to and 
being as fully filled by the competit­ 
ors nf the steel corporation, as it Is 
by that company.”
